You are hereby notified to meet at the lown House, in said 
town, on Tuesday the gth day of March, 1920, at ten [1o] 
o’ clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1 To choose by ballot and major vote: A clerk, three select- 
men, one or more not exceeding three highway agents, 
two auditors, two library trustees for three years, one library 
trustee for one year, one trustee of trust tunds for three years, 
and one trustee of funds for two years. 


2 To bring in your ballots for delegates and alternates, 
delegates at large, and for district delegates and alternates to 
the National Conventions of the various political parties, as 
provided in chapter 167 (as amended of the laws of 1913.) 


3 To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary to repair highways and bridges in said town, for the 
support of the poor in said town, for the support of the Public 
Library, and for other charges in said town. 


4 To see if the town will vote to appropriate a sum of 
money necessary to secure Trunk Line Aid and a further sum 
necessary to secure aid from the state and the federal money 
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agreeable to chapter 8, Session Laws of 1917, said fund to be 
treated in same manner as a joint state and town tund in Trunk 
Line construction. To see what part of the same shall be 
appropriated from money in the town treasury and what part 
the town will vote to raise and appropriate for said purpose. 
To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for State Aid Maintenance, and for Trunk Line 
Maintenance, under the State Aid Act, or Motor Vehicle Act, 
in order to obtain’ state aid. 


s To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money not exceeding two hundred dollars for electric lights 
near Center Harbor Village, and Moultonboro Corner, both 
in Moultonboro. 


6 To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
hire the sum of ten thousand [$10,000] dollars of Thomas G, 
Plant, [without interest]. Said money to be used to pay the 
town’s share of the construction of the Lake Shore Trunk Line 
Highway from the Meredith and West Ossipee Trunk Line, 
near the house of Dr. Frank S. Lovering, to the Tuftonboro 
town line, near Melvin Village. Said sum of money to be pay- 
able, five thousand [$5000] dollars in 1921 and five thousand 
[$5,000] dollars in 1922. Said Plant, the state, and federal] 
government paying the balance of construction cost. 


7 ‘To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


8 To hear the report of officers and pass any vote relating 
thereto.

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Annual Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 





To the Members of the School Board and Citizens of Moulton- 
boro: | 

I herewith submit my first annual report to the School 
Board and Citizens of Moultonboro. I trust that I may 
call to your attention some of the most important events which 
have taken place during my short term of office. 

On March 28, 1919, the New Hampshire legislature 
enacted one of the most progressive educational laws on 
record. I will call to your attention three of the sections 
that directly aflect Moultonboro. 

“Fach school district in the state shall pay to the state 
treasurer on or before December first in each year, as its share 
of the expense incident to the state wide supervision of the 
public schools, a sum equal to two dollars for each child 
residing in the district who was enrolled in the public schools 
in the last preceding year, and the selectmen shall annually 
assess upon the value of the ratable estate of the district a sum 
sufficient for this purpose.’’? This sum for Moultonboro was 
$236. This will of course vary from year to year. 

“The selectmen in each town shall assess an annual tax 
of three dollars and fifty cents on each thousand dollars of 
the value of the ratable estate therein for the support of 
the public schools.” 
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“A standard school as that term is used in this act is 
one (1) maintained for at least thirty-six weeks in each 
year, (2) in.a suitable and sanitary building, (3) equipped 
with approved furniture, books, maps and other necessary ap- 
pliances, (4) taught by an approved teacher, (5) directed and 
supervised by an approved superintendent, (6) with a suitable ’ 
provision for the care of the health and physical welfare of 
all pupils.” By this section Moultonboro has been obliged 
to increase the school year.forty per cent, purchase extra text 
books and appliances, repair all of its buildings, and elect a 
Superintendent of schools and ‘a schoul physician. Dr. Frank 
Lovering has been elected to this latter position. 

Teachers : 

Much has been said within the past year concerning the 
teacher shortage. It seems to me that the district should be 
informed on this important question. ‘he latest report . of 
the National Education Association states that, “There are 
100,000 teaching positions, vacant or filled by teachers be- 
low standard in this country, a 20 per cent decrease of at- 
tendance at normal schools and teacher training schools. There 
are 650,000 teaching positions in the public schools of the 
United States, 35,000 vacancies and 65,000 teachers below 
standard. And the serious part of these facts is that the great- 
est number of these inefficient teachers are found in the rural 
schools. The states and towns that are paying the highest sal- 
aries have the most nearly adequate supply of teachers.” 

From a report of nineteen superintendents in New 
Hampshire, I have found that 19 per cent of their teachers 
left the profession last year, 27 per cent entered in Septem- 
ber, 1919, and still there was a 14 per cent shortage. There 
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are from 70 to 80 Schools closed in this state today for lack 
of rural teachers. Six of these superintendents report that 
lower qualifications have been accepted, nineeteen state that 
teachers’ salaries have not increased in proportion to the 
cost of living, eighteen report that prominent young men 
and women are not attracted to teaching as in the past. ‘The 
directors of the Normal Schools state there are only 80 teach- 
ers who will graduate this June and there will be only a pos- 
sible one hundred who will return from other states in the 
fall, Every year, four to five htindred teachers leave the 
profession. Thus, New Hampshire faces a shortage of three 
hundred teachers before Sept. Ist. 

What is the solution? 

(1) The towns and state must provide a wage large 
enough to induce the most promising young then and women 
to the profession, (2) suitable living conditions must be pro- 
vided for our teachers, (3) suitable buildings in which to 
teach, (4) a greater respect for the profession should again 
reappear. Fifty years ago the ministry and teaching profes 
sions were respected by all. 

Moultonboro has been fortunate in securing, asa whole, 
an excellent corps of teachers. I trust that the parents and 
citizens will make every effort to cooperate with the teachers. 
Constructive criticisms will always be appreciated by them.

Repairs: 

In August, one of the state deputies of the Department of 
Education made, with your superintendent, a general survey 
of the school buildings. After reporting the results of this sur- 
vey to the school beard, it was decided to begin at once and 
put the buildings in condition, as far as possible, with the 
limited amount of time we had. 

The lighting in the building was changed and the walls and 
ceilings were whitewashed and tinted in four buildings. The 

wal's and ceiling were so bad atthe Ambrose school that it was 
decided to replaster them. The outerhouses at two schools 
on the Neck were repaired and at the Village school we were 
obliged to construct a new one. 

The coming year the buildings should be painted, a new 
floor laid at the Ambrose school and the outerhouse at this 
building connected with the main building. The heating sys- 
tems are inadequate for the winter terms and we should begin 
to install the jacketed stoves. Our blackboards as a whole 
are in poor shape. 


Transportation: 

At the beginning of the year, Sept. 1, 1919, we had four 
transportation routes, one from the lower Neck district to the 
middle school, two teams transporting pupils to the Ambrose 
school, and the Center Harbor team carrying one Moultonboro 
pupil to Center Harbor village school. Altho there are.dis- 
advantages in having pupils transported, it becomes a necessi- 
ty in many cases. As we were not able to secure anyone to trans- 
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port the pupils from the lower Neck district during this term, 
we opened the lower school for a time. 

Owing to thecondition of the school building at Center Har- 
bor Village, it was decided to hire one of the rooms in the Cen- 
ter Harbor building. By the ‘excellent cooperation of both 
Center Harbor and Moultonboro school boards the pupils are 
now graded and thereby both districts have been profited. The 
upper grades are under the instruction of the Center Harbor 
teacher. | | 

School Lunches: 

As many of the pupils are obliged to bring their lunches 
with them, it is desirable that means be provided the coming 
year for preparing a hot lunch for the teacher and pupils. It 
will be necessary for us to purchase a small equipment foreach 
school. Owing to the interest that Miss Hunt had in this im- 
portant question, the superintendent purchased a few dishes in 
order that the pupils might have the advantage of the same 
this year, I am sure there is no doubt in the minds of the 
parents of this district but what it is a success, altho carried on 
under adverse circumstances. The parents furnish the funds 
for the food.

In closing, let us make our schools the best of any rural 
town in New Hampshire. More money should be spent 
for public education than for any other civic line of activi- 
ty. The product of this large corporation is the trained boy 
and girl. for intelligent citizenship. Before us we have the 
most complex problems the world has ever had to solve. Our 
local, state and national democracy depends upon the products 
from the public schools. Yet, too little interest, as statistics 
show, has been given towards these future citizens, along moral 
instruction, proper social ideas, individual physical growth and 
the principles of Americanism. _ 

May teachers, parents and pupils continue to co-operate 
as they have in the past few months with the school officials, 
to give the boys and\the girls of this town equal advantages, 
and greater, if possible, than any other rural town of the Gran- 
ite State. .
